Tis is a Trine of the young Deliverance of the City trom great Oppretiton, 
' by the NMegil, Arbitrary Proceedings of the Courts of Jutlice, ro overturn all 
your Rights and Liberties, and deſtroy the very being of your City. 

'Tis a Time wherein many of your Citizens yet flouriſh, who were corrupted by 

the late Deſigners ot Popery.aud Slaveryywo comply with them in their Pra 
againſt the Freedom of the City,and the Religion and Government of the Kingdom. 

'Tis a Time of great Ditſimularion and Equivocation, even in taking, the Eſta- 

\ bliſh'd Oath of Allegiance ; many taking thoſe Oaths to Their now Majz{ties, w ho 

\ refuſe to acknowledg them to be our Lawful Sovereigns, and to promiſe to afliſt 

C them : Which plainly ſhews thuur-Intenti@ns to overturn the Government it they 
can. 

'Tis a Time wherein many do ſtill ſhew their will ( as far as they may fafely ) 
to jullific all the vile pernicious Practices againſt this Cities, and rhe Kingdoms 
Literties. 

'Tis a time wherein many, of whoſe Faithfulneſs to the Government there 
are juſt hopes, who have not yet had opportunities to give fuch ſuthcient Evi- 

| dence of their AffcRions, and their Repentance of former Miſcarriages, as to fit 
them to be EleRed into rhe greateſt Truſts in the City Government. 

'1:5 a Time of danger ot the Peace of the C:ity. Deſigns to reduce the King- 
dom to Popery ani S'avery, being daily diſcovere.. 

The Occaſion of theſe Eleftions is to remqve all the Doubts and Diſputes about 

\ the Magiitracy and Officers, and their Authorities, occaſioned by tholerthat com- 
C plied with the Violence and Oppretſion done to the City. 
' Three being the Circumitances of the Time, and the Occaſion of the preſent 

Elections, 't:s moſt certainly the Duty of every good Citizen, 

1. In Nomination of Perſons forche -— -n_e to enquire whether they com- 

\ plied in the late Kings Reigns, with the Deiigns againſt the Righrs and Liberties 
© of the C:tv : Whether they were ready toſubmirro thole Kings Wills in deftroy- 
ing ani taking away by Force, the Liberty of the Election of the Lord Mayor and 

S:irifts ; Oc brought down Force of Arms to hinder the Freedom of Choice, or 
' count«+nanced an«l «:ncouraged the fame ; Or. whether they failed in their Courage 
C ang Conttancy un celcoding that Fundamental Freedom of the City. _- 
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2. 'Tis neceſſary to enquire, how far any nominated to be choſen, complied in 
the firſt Deiigns againſt the Religion and Government of the Kirgdom, by Ops- \ 
poſing or making Addrefles againſt rhe Bill of Excluſion of the late K. James when | 
Duke ot Tork, which was to break in pieces the whole Deſign of Popery and- 
Slavery. 

3. 'Tis a Duty, when any man ſhall be propounded for any of the Offices, to con- 
ſider how they.demean'd themſelves in any of the former Offices towards the Ci- 
tizens : Whether they exerciſed Arbitrary Powers over them, and vexed them 
unjuſtly ; or burdened them ; or perverted Law and Juſtice ; or ſhewed their 
Partiality ; and ro enquire what Proofs they have given of their Repentance. 

. 'Tis an unqueſtionable Duty to have regard in their Choice, to ſuch as have 
ſhewed rheir Fidchty tothe Cityg and their Courage and Conltancy in oppoſing 
the Practices and! Deſigns to bring the Vagiltracy of the City to be under the 
Abſolute Will of the late Kings ; the Cities Recovery being new, the greateſt care 
ouglit to be taken to prevent a Relaple. 

Therefore ſuch only ought to have the Cuſtody of your Liberties, whoſe Inte: 
grity and Watchtulnels to preſerve them, may be depended upon intirely. 

Hopetul Converts to the City's Libertics, and the love of the Ancient Frglifh 
Government now eſtabliſh'd, may be fit to be choſen Magiſtrates in qu:et ic 1d 
times, when there ſhall be no Intercit ro be hop<d tor, but by faithfulneſs ro vour 
Laws and Liberties : But no man can anſwer it to his own conlcterce, to truſt the 
City in any hands of ſuſpected Fidelity, in this time of imminent Da- ger. 

5. Inthis time of Difficulty and Neceſſity, to maintain the Authorities and 
Privileges of the City, 'tis yaur- Duty ro leck out men of the greatett Endou « 
ments, Witdom, and Experience in Government, tor the pretent Mapi'lrates, ? 
Such who are under the leaſt Temptations to diſ-ſerve the City Govern- 
ment for their private Intereſts ; Doubtleſs ſuch arc moſt neceſlary in the pre. 
ſent ſtare of the City, who have had greateſt and longeſt experience in the way 
of its Government, its Cuſtoms, and peculiar Laws. 

'Tis a vain objeQion t!at's made by ſome, That the Experienc') Aldermen 
above the Chair, arc not elegible again to that Office, by reaſon of a By-Law to 
that purpoſe. Let none be deceived thereby, to think that a By-Law was ever 
made to the intent either ro bar or deprive the City of the greateſt Service cf 
ſuch as wete expert in their Service. it they wanted them ; or to take away that 
Franchize trom the old Szrvants of the City, to {crve them whenſoever there may 
be occaſion : Let that By-Law with its Preface to thew its Intent, be read, and it 
will appear that theſe By-Laws gave a Franchize, an Fate tothe City's old Ser- 
vants that had been Mayors, that chey ſhould nat be 2gain Elegible, or compelled 
to ſerve in that Office without their own Contents; an. the occaſion of it was, 
That the City had put too great a burden upon tuch experienced Aldermen, by cliu- 
ſing them too often to be Mayors. From about the Year 1215, to 1525, there 
were about 28 Lord Mayors, who were Cholen ſome of them 3 times, torne q times, 
andothers 5 times ; and till char By-Law came in //. 8's time, the City never ta- ( 
voured them. But this Indulgence to the City's old Servants, muſt nor deprive 
the City of any ot their Service, if they be content to lerve. 

0h! That every Citiz»n may be foand faithful in theſe his preſent important Duties ; 
and that the good God may endue them with Wiſdom to Chuſe ſuch a Lord Mayor, 
$heri{fs, and Cixamberlain, as may be to the Safety, Benefit, and Glory of the City.
